Situated in the m idst of a vast sandy 
plain, unlike the booses m entioned In tbe Scrip, 
tures, it has stood in the same spot for centuries, 
and at p resen t exblolU no signs of toppling over 
when tbe floods descend and the rains beat against 
It. Like W asbingtoo, it Is a cu t of m agnificent 
dUtances, bni, onlike tb a t 
notorions capital, 
and In lapt moat ocoer espítala nowadays, the 
“sm ooth, even virtuous u ndercurrent” of lU ex ­ 
istence U seldom rutfled by tortuous deviations 
irom rectitude. TUe Governor of the S tate, Uon. 
JoUn P. Cocbran, resides a t M tddietowu, which 
to in easy com m unication with tbe capital, aud 
comes down to Dover w beneyer bis presence to 
required.

Groome was Cbairm an of the Com m ittee of Fed­ 
eral U elatioot in tbo Legtolature ot 1872 when the 
idea of a Ccniennlul was flist presented to tr.e 
Stare lu an official form, 
lie did not tb ea express 
an upin’on upon tbe policy or propriety of sucb a 
celebration, but cuncelvtug it to be a flxed fact 
and tho subject having been referred to bis 
com m ittee he proposed a bill sim llur la its 
provisions to th at which bad passed the Legislo- j 
lu re of rennsylvaolo. The Governor of tho State, : 
tbe I'realdcnt of the Seuuie, and the S peaker of ; 
the House, wltb six others, two ot whom were to . 
be nam ed by eacii of the above, wero to lorm a ' 
Comiulssion to take cbuige ol the iniereidis of 
M aryland. 
Ue a t first m outioned $lo,ouu ao the 
sum necessary to defray the expenaoa of the Com- 
miSBiou, but the Gbaumau ol tb e Comm ittee of 
Ways and Means ridiculed tbo proposition.

The failure of Panl Boynton to reach Bou­ 
logne by five or eight miles is of no particular 
importance. The fact that he swam across the 
English Channel, nearly fifty miles in fifteen 
hours, constitutes a virtual success. 
The task 
he undertook to perform differed from a horse 
race, or walking a hundred miles in twenty- 
four hours or hitting the bull’s eye of a tar^ 
get in rifle shooting. 
Formally, he proposed 
to swim from Dover to Boulogne in a day, and 
in this be failed ; but in reality he proposed 
to demonstrate that with the aid of the new 
swimming dress a man C|n sustain himself 
for a long time in the water and travel long 
distances with comparatively little fatigue. 
In this attempt he was entirely successfnL 
Our special cable despatches say that he was 
taken on board of the steamer against his own 
wish, and because the 
pilot refused 
to 
take the 
responsibility of 
guiding him 
to 
Boulogne 
in 
a 
boisterous 
sea 
and in the darkness of night 
We are also 
informed that in the opinion of his doctor, 
Mr. Boynton might have remained six hours 
longer in the water, and that after a swim of 
fifteen hours he was not tired, his clothes were 
dry, the temperature of his body was lowered 
but one degree, and his pulse was only eighty. 
Clearly the failure to reach Boulogne was not 
due to exhaastion on his p a rt particularly as 
the pilot took the wrong course, and we look 
upon the performance as being just as suc­ 
cessful as if he had literally fulfilled bis 
puipose. As he intends to repeat the experi­ 
ment even the actual passage from shore to 
shore is likely to be achieved, and we shall 
not have even the shadow of failure to regret 
Two things must be considered in estimat­ 
ing the value of this feat—the endurance of 
the man and the assistance rendered by his 
dress. Paul Boynton is famous as a swimmer, 
and hi» physical powers have had more 
than 
ordinary 
training. 
It 
is 
likely 
that 
there 
ore 
few 
men 
who 
could 
nval his performance in crossing the Channel 
in fifteen bouri, for no doubt be used his 
paddle most of the time, and in order to 
make speed put forth a muscolAr effort that 
would have wearied an average man.

saving dress to enable ita wearers to equal 
Boynton’s remarkable performance. 
B at it 
must be remembered that without its aid 
Boynton would have been incapable of ao- 
compltshing one-flftb of hi» task, and the 
nsefulnesB of the costume has thus had the 
most satisfactory proof. 
It has been shown 
that in such a dress any one can be sup­ 
ported on the snrface of the water for an in­ 
definite period, and that a person of average 
strength can propel himself more readily 
than by the usual methods of swimming. 
The life-saving apparatus should, therefore, 
diminish the dangers of ocean travel

cure for such inveterate folly wiU probably be 
most gradual” 
The advice of the Economist 
will apply most fittingly to the present condi­ 
tion of our money market 
Nothing would be 
more gratifying to the H b b a l d than to be able 
to say coDscientioualy wbat so many of our 
contemporaries are saying in reference to the 
current investments in “ the street” 
It is 
always more agreeable for a newspaper to 
speak of the “good times,” the “bright pros­ 
pecte," and “increase in valúes," and to 
encourage 
the 
people to 
invest 
their 
money in favorite “securities." It is always 
an 
ungxacious 
thing 
for 
a 
journal 
to enter upon the disouaaion of any particular 
interests. 
Oitirens who go into Wall street 
and buy and sell stocks take the same risks 
that other tradesmen do in their ordinary 
business. 
It is not Ihe duty of a newspaper 
to inform a stockbroker whether the railway 
shares he purchases ore sound or unsound, 
any more than it would be ita business to tell 
a groceryman that his eggs are tainted or a 
clothier that his clothes are shoddy. 
There are so many considerations entering 
into the real value of securities that no joux^ 
nal, no matter how well informed, can ex­ 
press an absolute opinion in reference to their 
value. It would be a wrong to do s o ; a 
wrong not only to the people but to those 
who are endeavoring to lell honest pieces of 
property. 
But when we find a steady, cun­ 
ning, well sustained attempt to force upon the 
money market a series of investments that 
have a bad name ; when we find the whole 
volume of Wall street business, for weeks and 
weeks, tending only in one direction, and 
directly under the guidance of speculators 
who have made the name of America infamous 
in the money markeis of the world, then it 
becomes our duty to givo a general warning 
in the words of the EconomiaL 
We should be glad to sea our people do an 
active business in Wa<l street. 
There are a 
thousand seouritiee that may be purchased 
from any respectable broker which will repay 
the investment 
Just now these securities, 
eoffering from the period of long depression, 
may be purchased at a reasonable rate. There 
never was a time when good investments could 
be more prudently made. 
But these are not 
the securities that have been bought and sold 
by the thousands in Wall street in the last 
few days. 
We find a railway company whose 
sbaroe were plundered by a Crédit Mobilier 
corporation; another railroad, covered with 
four or five mortgages, and drifting steadily 
into bankruptcy; and atUl another enterpris% 
only recently fresh 
from a Congressional 
investigation, which atemped it with fraud 
and iniquity. 
Theee are made the staples 
of our trade in Wall atreet 
The pro­ 
cess by which they are forced hae many 
ramifications. 
When the Big Bonanza mine 
in Nevada—the swindle which entailed rain 
upon so many thousands of citizens of 
that Territory—was first introduced the pa­ 
pers were flooded with stories of its richnees, 
of the untold millions that were rock-bound 
and quartz-embedded within ita walls, that its 
products would be enough to pay the national 
debt 
Story after atory percolated through 
the oolumns of the press, uncriticised, un­ 
questioned, unchallenged, until the people 
who bad purchased the shares at a vast in­ 
crease over their real value only learned that 
they had been robbed by a gang of ingenióos 
speculAtors. 
The men who sold the Big 
Bonanza in Nevada are of the same character 
as the men who now control Wall street. 
We 
have no more confidence in the shares that 
are now bounding from point to point noder 
the manipulations of these desperate gam- 
blen than we had of the Big Bonanza shares 
thst are held by the widows and poor traduo- 
men of the Pacific cooet 
So long as

We can appreciate the restlesa feeling of our

We believe in the canal 
investigation, and think (Governor Tilden has 
done a wise thing in forcing it upon the atten­ 
tion of the Legislature. 
We would do noth­
